Study released on toxins and pollutants in valley

Students from the University 
of California at Berkeley recently 
concluded a research study com- 
missioned by the Silicon Valley 
Toxics Coalition (SVTC) for the 
purpose of educating individuals 
about the affects of toxins and other 


pollutants in Santa Clara county. 


Although the study makes no 
recommendations within its recap 
of the environmental health of the 
valley, the report summarizes vari- 
ous published studies and statistics 
on the general health of its com- 
munities and residents. It attempts 
to establish a baseline picture on 
known toxins and health indica- 
tors. It particularly underscores the 
health hazards represented by tox-

Forcing workers to speak En- 
glish at the job site may lead to a 
lawsuit for a McDonald's in En- 
gland. The management of the fast 
food in Manchester ordered its staff 
of 70 to speak English and only 
English instead of Urdu or Chinese. 

In the U.S., lawsuits because of 
English-only orders at the job site 
have been occurring for a number 
of years. Typically, they involve 
Spanish-speaking employees suing 
their companies for forcing them to 
speak English and only English at 
work. 

The number of lawsuits related 
to language discrimination in the 
U.S. has increased 612% from 1996 
to 2002. In all likelihood the in- 
crease does not reflect a true pic- 
ture of the problem since immi- 
grants do not typically speak up, 
fearing loss of jobs. This is particu- 
larly true if immigrants are in the 
country illegally where the power 
differential between employers and 
workers'is greatest. 

You would think companies 
should be able to tell their employ- 
ees how to do their jobs. Unfortu- 
nately, some employees overstep 
the boundaries of the law. Employ- 
ers can insist on English-only use 
if it is a “business necessity” or for 
safety issues. 

However, the law does not al- 
low discrimination based on gen- 


when they are on their breaks or at 
lunchtime. 

In some cases it leads to hu- 
miliation and degradation because 
people view their language as their 
identity. It happened to Aurora-Luz 
Ornelas and Guadalupe Coronado. 
Their boss at the Family Dollar 
Store in Colorado forbade them to 
speak Spanish. 

It’s ironic that the two employ- 
ees were told not to speak Spanish 
considering that the clientele at the 
store is primarily Latino. 

Ornelas and Coronado sued the 
company when they were fired 
along with five other Spanish- 
speaking colleagues. 

In another case, a Colorado 
McDonald’s was sued when man- 
agement asked workers to deposit 
25 cents into an “English-only cup” 
every time they spoke Spanish. 

Making arbitrary rules, which 
go against the law, can be very ex- 
pensive. In a recent case, a lawsuit 
was settled for $ 1.5 million in 
Colorado. A Black Hawk Casino 
had required cleaning staff to speak 
only English at the job site. 

Although there may be some 
instances of dangers emerging 
when some people speak a language 
other than English at work, in many 
cases, having a bilingual staff 
makes for more business. 

If a McDonald’s attracts a lot 
of Spanish-speaking customers, it’s 
desirable to have a staff speaking 
their language. Indeed, some com- 
panies realize it and are willing to 
pay bilingual workers extra because 
of their linguistic ability. 

Other companies accept their 


to the company. At the same time, 
as employees learn English, they 
can become more productive for the 
company. 

Some other companies try to 
have Spanish classes at the job site 
so that their English-only employ- 
ees can learn another language, par- 
ticularly if some of their clientele 
is not fluent in English. In some 
cases the bosses learn their work- 
ers” language, showing a deep in- 
terest in the immigrant culture. 
Sometimes even a mere “Buenos 
Dias” has a very positive effect on 
workers. 

Language is very important to 


‘people because it’s part of their 


identity. People are not objects you 
can just change as you wish. Smart 
companies learn about their em- 
ployees and work to use their tal- 
ents, linguistic and otherwise, for 
everyone's benefits. 

In the U.S., some people be- 
lieve that you must speak English 
for everything. And if you don’t, 
you get no services. This line of 
thinking may lead companies to in- 
fringe on their workers” human 
rights and freedom of speech. 
That's where the law comes in. 

Laws protecting immigrant 
language rights reflect the best of 
America. It’s one of the many rea- 
sons people continue to come to the 
US.

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Gobierno de EE.UU., “alarmado” 
por envenenamiento de Yúschenko 


Washington (EFE) — El 
Gobierno de EE.UU. se declaró 
“alarmado” por las informiacio- 
nes de que el líder de la oposi- 
ción en Ucrania, Víktor Yuschen- 
ko, fue envenenado durante la 
campaña electoral en su país. 

El envenenamiento “es una 
noticia terrible y ciertamente una 
información alarmante” y “me 
consta que el Gobierno de 
Ucrania investiga esta cuestión 
de manera exhaustiva”, dijo en su 
rueda de prensa diaria, el porta- 
voz de la Casa Blanca, Scott 
McClellan. 

Por su parte, el portavoz del 
Departamento de Estado, Rich- 
ard Boucher, declaró que “esta- 
mos profundamente alarmados 
por el informe médico” acerca de 
lo sucedido al lider opositor 
ucraniano. 

“Apoyamos una investi- 
gación total, completa y trans- 
parente sobre lo sucedido, cómo 
sucedió, quién lo hizo y cuál fue 
la causa”, indicó el portavoz del 
Departamento de Estado. 

El pasado sábado, los 
médicos austríacos que tratan a 
Yúschenko denunciaron que el 
líder de la oposición fue envene- 
nado en septiembre con dioxina 
por vía oral, lo que, entre otras 
cosas, le ha desfigurado el rostro. 

El equipo médico qué atien- 
de a Yúschenko en Viena indicó 
que su paciente recibió una ele- 
vada dosis de dioxina, “una can- 
tidad al menos mil veces mayor 
a la concentración normal en la 
sangre”.

El 
personaje principal de “A Christ- 
mas Carol” (El Villancico 
Navideño) está presente en el 
escenario de American Conserva- 
tory Theater (A.C.T.) en ésta 
ciudad, recordándonos nuestras 
prioridades con una actuación 
formidable. 

En el programa leemos que 
cuando el escritor inglés Charles 
Dickens, escribió “A Ghost Story 
of Christmas” (Una historia 
navideña de fantasmas) en 1843, 
lo hizo con el propósito de cam- 
biarles la forma de pensar a los 
ingleses. 

En la época Victoriana, la 
revolución industrial había 
causado una depresión econó- 
mica tremenda en Inglaterra.

ins and pollutants relative to re- 
productive health, young chil- 
dren, and families. 

The good news is that 
Santa Clara County health 
records show infant mortality 
rates and teen pregnancy rates 
have reduced over a four year 


span; all categories being well 


below the California state av- 
erages. 

The bad news is that Santa 
Clara County remains in the top 
ten in the United States for car- 
bon monoxide emissions, rep- 
resenting a cancer risk more 
than 100 times the levels set by 
the Clean Air Act. 

Another area of concern in 
the Silicon Valley Toxics Coa- 
lition report is that nearly 6,000 
county children are currently di- 
agnosed with elevated blood 
lead levels. Most at risk for this 
very preventable environmen- 
tal disease are poor children 
under six years old, living in 
buildings constructed before 
1978. “Healthy People 2010,” 
one of the sources used in the 
report, sets the national objec- 
tive for lowering lead poison- 
ing in children to “zero” within 
the next six vears. “Healthy 
People 2010” is an initiative 
that presents a set of national 
health objectives and the crite- 
ria to measure them over time. 

Although the study does 
not directly address the fact that 
the South Bay remains the 
nation’s second largest concen- 
tration of “superfund” sites, it 
does highlight several other 
countywide studies and reports 
that peripherally address haz- 
ards caused by industrial waste 
and the exposure to chemicals 
released by high-tech and bio- 
tech companies into the envi- 
ronment. 

A 2003 report confirmed 
that the toxic chemical 
percholrate was discovered in 
the ground water basin serving 
several cities in South County. 
Percholrate can potentially 


‘and pollutants in valley 


harm the thyroid’s ability to 
produce certain hormones, 
leading to a condition known as 
hypothyroidism. A coalition, 
including the Santa Clara Val- 
ley Water District and represen- 
tatives from various cities, is 
currently meeting to consider 
potential strategies to address 
this contamination and to re- 
store clean water supplies. 

The percholrate leak age 
has been happening for a gen- 
eration, but other chemical 
health hazards have yet to reach 
broad community concern, ac- 
cording the research. The report 
discusses landfills and their 
contents of household cleaning 
fluids, pesticides, and other 
product chemicals that repre- 
sent potential health risks 
should they leak into the soil or 
escape as methane or carbon 
dioxide gasses. McKinley El- 
ementary School in San José, 
for example, was built dn a 
landfill. The neighborhood in- 
cludes high density, low-in- 
come apartments, trailer parks 
and proposed new housing de- 
velopments. 

“The issue is that 85,000 
chemicals are currently used by 
local industry and only about 40 
of those have been investigated 
by the scientific community... 
and in terms of regulations on 
use of chemicals — there are 
very few,” concludes a repre- 
sentative form the Silicon Val- 
ley Toxics Coalition; adding 
that government is “real lenient 
with industry and lets them use 
all kinds of chemicals without 
knowing what they can cause to 
people; and if people don’t 
know what is in their commu- 
nity, they don’t participate in 
solving the issues.”
